The fa:iure of the third party dele- 


gates in Chicago last week to get to- 
gether was by no means unexpected 
and is not hard to explain- There ia no 
great difficulty in the members of the 
Democratic party getting: together to 
nominate a President or to formulate

group of men (and women in recent 
years) who have* ideas essentially 
&!ike, cot on one thing merely, but on 
the general fundamental policies ol 
government.
